GIVE SODALITY MEMBERS SPECIAL 
WORK TO DO, 


Many letters have been appearing in our Readers to 
Readers Column in recent issues, in which the correspondents 
try to answer the query of a young lady as to what service 
young women could be to the pastor in furthering the interests 
of the parish and of accentuating Catholic principles in the 
community. é 

In one of his epistles St. Paul refers to his women co- 
workers who must have rendered invaluable service for he 
declares that “their names are written in the Book of Life.” 

If young ladies understood the letter of the law govern- 
ing the conduct of members of the Young Ladies’ Sodality and 
lived up to the spirit of this law, they would all be missionaries 
Both by example and by apostolic zeal. 

In our day, in order to have all young ladies under the in- 
fluence of the Sodality, the strict regulations of the rule are 
not enforced either with reference to the reception of mem- 
bers or their retention in the Sodality. The rule stipulates 
that ladies desirous of entering the Sodality have their names 
presented by one who is a member, that they be voted on, and 
that they be received on probation for several months; that 
they be formally admitted and professed only after they, will 
have shown themselves worthy of enrollment as devotees of 
the Blessed Virgin. 

We really believe that our Sodalists would have a mem- 
bership both larger and more active if the rule were enferced 
strictly. If young ladies regard membership in the Sodality 
as a reward or recognition of genuine piety and virtue, they 
would aspire to membership more eagerly than they do when 
any one who merely answers the “age and condition of life” 
requirement is not only admitted, but told that she must join. 
Every gir] has some regard for her good name, and would 
naturally not care to be considered as unworthy of mem- 
bership. 

There will be no life in a Sodality if, outside the Monthly 
Communion, there is no duty except to pay a monthly fee and 
to attend a monthly meeting. Special lines of work should be 
assigned the girls, and since they have not all the talent nor 
inclination for the same kind of work, the Society should be 
divided into several sections, each under a leader; each sec- 
tion should hold meetings of its own, but all should meet to- 
ether at the monthly meeting—not necessarily on Sunday 
afternoon. One section may be made up of those who are apt 
at sewing an its members can make altar linens for the parish 
church or for poor churches in this and foreign countries; 
another section might promote literary work among its mem- 
bers: another section might devote itself to teaching Cate- 
chism to little ones or to be “Big Sisters’ to younger girls who 
are either without a mother or without the right kind of a 
mother; another section might promote devotion to the 
Blessed Sacrament, and get promises from people to make a 
weekly hour of adoration in church; another section may fos- 
ter charity and social service work; another section may as- 
sume the task of seeing that every home in the parish is 
visited by a Catholic paper ; another section may gather a five 
or ten-cent monthly offerings for the Missions; another sec- 
tion may have charge of the social and entertainment program 
for the Sodality. 

These recommendations are applicable, not only to a So- 
dality for young ladies, but for the most part to organiza- 
tions for men. There is hardly a parochial society or even a 
fraternal organization of men or women which does not. lack 
life. They have nothing to offer the membership save a bi- 
weekly or monthly meeting, which is conducted in a most 
formal way and whose program seldom varies. People must 
have specific lines of work assigned to them if interest among 
them is to be kept up. 

Of course, it will always be expected that a certain per- 
centage of the membership in Sodalities for the young cannot 
be reckoned on for co-operation. After the young lady begins 

» “keep company” with a young man and has one or two ap- 
pointments a week with him, and after the young man begins 
to court a girl, they lose all their zeal. This, it seerhs, is to 
be expected, and allowance must be made for it. However, it 
is unfortunate that young people, after beginning to “keep 
company” are less zealous for their own sanctification, and are 
often missed from their Sodality Communion. The very op- 
posite should be the case. They should then, more than ever, 
be good Sodalists in order to win the interest and prayers of 
their Heavenly Mother for a happy marriage and God’s bless- 
ings through life. 

The problem of caring for 


the young in a spiritual way 
is growing more acute from year to year. This is due to the 
fact that nearly every and girl now earns money, and 
attractions are so Many and various that they have hardly 
any dates open for society meetings, and little time to busy 
themselves with things spiritual. 

These very baneful influences offer a weightier reason 
for the existence of a Sodality and for specific work in the 
Several divisions thereof. When pastors see that their good

We told them that the less their people care for 
Catholic literature, the more, evidently, they needed it; that, 
therefore, they must not surrender until they cultivate a taste 
for such reading by calling attention to special articles in the 
paper, by urging them to take today’s copy home and read it; 
they thus succeeded in creating a large demand for the paper 
—and, of course, the parish benefitted greatly by this achieve- 
ment. 

Let the year 1920 be a year for organization and general 
co-operation among Catholics locally and nationally. There- 
fore, you who read this and who have been only nominally 
connected with your Society, resolve to become a very active 
member.

THE PURIFICATOR. 


The purificator represents the other cloths 
that were used at the interment of Christ. 
The purificator is a linen napkin whieh the 
priest uses to wipe the Chalice, also his lips 
and fingers, after the Communion of the 
Precious Blood, and at the ablutions. 

To make, measure eighteen inches along 
the selvage, cut according to.a drawn thread, 
divide into three pieces each measuring 
eighteen by twelve inches. Turn hems, 
measuring slightly less than one-half inch, 
around the four sides. No trimming néed 
be used on purificators. 

Three avton of crosses are used in mark- 
ing Altar linens: The Saint Andrew cross 
is a square cross composed of sixteen little 
cross-stitches and is used on pallis, pall 
covers, and purificators. The Latin cross 
has the head and arms identical with the 
above, but stands on a stem of seven cross- 
stitches, and is used on the amice and the 

corporal. The purificator is folded care- 
fully to find the central thread of the length 
and creased sharply, folded -to find the cen- 
tral thread of the width, crease or mark 
lightly with a pencil. Cross-stitch in red
